WAR WRECKS ARE MADE OVER 


Remarkable Operations Being Per- 
formed on Wounded Soldiers of 
European Battlefields. 
Operations by which important and 
even vital parts of the human body, 
shattered or completely shot away, 
have been rebuilt or replaced are now 
among the commonplace events of the 
military hospitals of Europe. In the 
hospitals in England the science of sur- 
gery has reached heights heretofore 
undreamed of, thanks largely to the 
otficient direction of Sir Alfred Keogh, 
director general of the British army 
medical service, From the beginning 
of the war Sir Alfred has impressed 
upon his suh¢tdinates the necessity of 
the saving of Phe limbs of wounded sol- 
diers when i fis at all possible, in order 
that the pafients may remain useful 
members of the community and not be- 

come public charges. 

Amputations are now avoided in 
thousands of cases where two years 
ugo they would have been considered 
absoiutely: necessary. Marvels have 
also been accomplished in the new 
herve surgery, which has been devel- 
oped us a result of the vast multitude 
of cases in which the nerves have been 
severed. 

Sir Alfred Keogh, the director of the 
army medical service of Great Britain, 
is in his sixtieth year, and is the son 
of a Roscommon barrister. He gained 
his first experience in war-time surgery 
during the South African conflict, when 
he was in charge of a general hospital. 
His work was so efficient that he was 
awarded several medals, and in 1904 
became director general of the service. 
Ile retired in 1909, but returned to the 
head of the medical service when he 
war broke out. Sir Alfred has been the 
recipient of many honors from medical 
and scientific organizations,

Daylight Law Cuts Gasbills. 

The manager of the Glasgow gas 
works in Scotland has issued a state- 
ment showing the effect of the new 
daylight bill upon the gas consumption 
of that city. Last year the consump- 
tion of gas from six o’clock until mid- 
night for three weeks amounted to 
124,680,000 cubic feet. It was 104,- 
127,000 this year for the same period— 
a saving of 20,000,000 cubic feet. This 
means an average saving of nearly a 
million feet each evening. There is an 
increase of over 12,000,000 cubic feat 
during the remaining 18 hours of the 
day, due to the great demand for gas 
for industrial purposes—chiefly from 
the government—to meet the demands 
of war.

Susie 
Scott, her sister, Miss Bettina Perei- 
val and Paul de Lavardens, as part 
of the countryside that has been hope- 
lessly wrecked by a few weeks’ of 
present-day warfare. 

The book is to France a perfect de- 
fense against a certain radical school 
of writers, its family Hfe upheld in 
its praise of Jean Reynaud and his 
forbears, with “There are families 
like that in France, and many of them, 
more than one, one ventures to say. Our 
poor country is in many respects cru- 
elly calumniated by certain novelists, 
who draw exaggerated and distorted 
pictures of it.” 

One recalls the story of the sale of 
the estate of the Marquis de Longue- 
val, the cure, in his simple fear of 
heretics, horror-stricken on being told 
that the castle and its lands had been 
bought at auction by an immensely 
wealthy American, Mme. Scott. His 
fear grows on being told that she had 
been a circus rider, and on Paul de Lav- 
arden’s telling him that he “admired 
her shoulders, those dazzling shoul- 
ders, on which undulated a necklace 
of diamonds as big as the stopper of 
a decanter.” 

Many will remember the vicarage, 
where the cure first received the un- 
conventional Americans, and his hap- 
niness at being told that they were 
to be his parishioners and were not 
heretics, the scene of the simple meal 
where Jean first met Bettina and 
where the cure again heard his beloved 
organ played, or the terraces or gar- 
dens where Jean and Bettina met so 
often and where their friendship grew. 

And that Ninth regiment of artil- 
lery! One thinks of its departure for 
camp and Bettina running out to see 
it pass, of being shocked by the pelt- 
ing rain while standing clothed in a 
filmy ball dress, one piece of foot- 
gear gone, caught in the mud some 
distance back. Also the Church of 
Longueval, where Jean and Bettina 
were married in spite of his simple ob- 
jections because of Bettina’s wealth.
